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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3 are pending in the application and were examined on their merits. The 1.132 
declaration submitted on 12/27/07 is acknowledged and considered. Since the Tangcao Tablets 
in 1.132 declaration which were being tested in clinical trails were made from different types of 
extracts of the claimed components, whereas "raw medicinal materials" of the components were 
being claimed for treating AIDS, it is not clear whether the "raw medicinal materials" would 
have any effect in treating AIDS or increasing CD4 counts. Therefore, the 1.132 declaration does 
not commensurate with the scope of the claims. Thus "for treating AIDS" are deleted from the 
claims.
